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The Deep State 


Have you heard the news?

However, It has reported that Donald Trump Lies an Average of 8 times a day since he was elected 
as President.

However, it is possible with present-day technology (often used in Hollywood) to create computer- 
generated voice copies (3) and stunningly realistic visual effects. So, we’re going to have to take a closer 
look at thse news sources and the alleged, “Deep State”. 


Before we can define the Deep State, we must first define the State. “The History of the Culture of 
War”, written by Dr. David Adams has outlined 5,000 years of history and 11 Major State components; .

9. Control of information 

10. Identification of an "enemy" 


11. Education for the culture of war

In 1921 Max Weber defined The State as having a "monopoly on the legitimate use of physical force 
within a given territory." (5) In 2014 Mike Lofgren, a former Republican U.S. congressional aide described 
The Deep State as “...Able to govern - without reference to the consent of the governed”. (6) And In the 
book authored by Dr. Adams, “World Peace Through Town Hall”, Adams comes to the conclusion that “The 
State is not compatible with a Culture of Peace by its very definition.” (7) 

How could this be? What’s going on behind this Deep State, is it the Illuminati? In order to 


understand what’s going on, first, we must discuss, “The Systematic Distortion of Information”, A science 
Article co-authored by David Bella, A retired Civil Engineer & Emeritus Professor at Oregon State 
University.
